R.C.M.  1947  was  amended  to  provide  that  the  Board  shall  convene  after 
each  appointment  to  the  Board.  Section  82A-1602.14  was  amended  to 
change  the  name  of  the  Board  to  Board  of  Massage  Therapists.  The 
Board  of  Massage  Therapists  is  attached  to  the  Department  of  Profes- 
sional and  Occupational  Licensing  for  administrative  purposes  only 
as  prescribed  by  Section  82A-108,  R.C.M.  1947. 


MAJOR  RESPONSIBILITIES: 


The  Board's  responsibilities  include  administering  examinations 
and  protecting  the  public  against  improper,  unauthorized  and  un- 
qualified practitioners  by  refusing  to  grant  or  by  revoking  licenses.
